The White House went along with 
the Fed's decision. A stalcmcnl said: 
"It Is csGcntlal that, we control 
Inflation if wc are to have a strong 
dollar and sustainable economic 
growth. As wc hove said, there will be

Latest government figures hcTd 
good news too, showing the nation's 
gross national product grew 8 percent 
In the second quarter for the best 
quarterly perforrhance by, the 
American economy since the 3.3 
percent growth recorded in early 197G. 

"Wc had expected some upward 
revision of GNP." said economist 
William Cox. "I think wc got about 
what wc expected. A substantlal'part 
of the grAwth Is a rebound, a shift 
from the first quarter, which was a 
bust." 

GNP declined 0. 1 percent in the first 
three months of lina because of 
crippling winter weather In some ■ 
parts of the nation and wrdcspread 
effects of the coal strike. 

The government' -'forecast In July 
economic growth for the year would 
average 4.1 percent — about the 
present average for the first sbt 
months of the year. 

The nation's gross national product 
was $2.08 trillion on a seasonally. 



adjusted annual rate basis. GNP, the 
output' of the nation's - goods and 
-gorvleofl,— i a Um Dlib t " ' yU YdSmiTTmr' 
government has for dclcrmlnlng the 
health of the U.S. economy. 

The Commerce Department in July 
estimated the nation's GNP at 7,4 
percent for the second quarter, while 
Inflation was lO.l percent. Consumer 
prices have since continued their 
Bleep climb, rising 0.9 percent inJune 
alone, Labor Deportment figures 
showed four weeks ago. 

International concern over the U.S. 
Inflation rate as well as the nation's 
largo balance of payments deficit has 
contributed in recent weeks to 
substantial declines In the value of the 
dollar. 

The Interest rate increase was seen 
OS a symbolic cllort to show the 
United States would stand behind Its 
currency. • 

"The action was taken in view of 
recent disorderly conditions in foreign 
exchange markets as well as the 
. continuing serious domestic Infla* 
lionary problem," the Federal Re- 
serve Board of Governors said In a 
statement.

Exxon, Inc., the largest oil company 
111 the United States, with making 
nioro than MO million through viola- 
tion:; of petroleum prlcinc regula- 
tions. 

This l:i one of a series of charges 
announced by the Energy Depart- 
ment In recent weeks against U.S. oil 
companies for price violations dating 
back to the 1974 Arab oil embargo. 

On Friday, the department Issued a 
statement clinrging E.x.xon with: 

—Reducing the octane, or (niality. 
of its regular gasoline - without 
reducing the price. The statement 
said that between . September nnd 
December, 1974, Exxon made $1.5 



million more than the regulations 
permitted, 

— Chorglng different prices al 
various company-Wncd filling sta- 
tions In violation ot the "equal 
application rule," The department 
said: "As a result Exxon understated 
the amount of Increased costs it had 
recovered in pricing transactions, 
thus increasing costs which could be 
recovered in future sales' by, more 
than $20,7 million from March 1975 to 
December 107G, 

—Adding the cost of producing 
benzene and toluene for export to 
Exxon's domestic refinery expenses, 
"Exxon," the department said, 
"ovcrrcporlcd the Increased costs It 
had available to pass- through to other 



customers by more than SlO.7 million 
from February 1374 through August' 
1970." . 

Exxon executives said thoy would 
contest the Energy Department 
charges. 

Tilt' .senior vice president of Exxon 
USA, O.L. Lupcr, said Exxon's lower- 
ing of regular gasoline octane In 1974 
reduced manufacturing costs a frac- 
tion of a cent per gallon. The lower' 
cost, he said, were reflected In the 
price calculations for all products 
under federal price controls. 

"Now, four years later, the DOE 
claims that for the four months ' 
involved, Exxon should have applied ' 
the lower cost entirely to regular ' 
gasoline.

And in a second blow to the 
convicted King assassin, the one man 
supposedly capable of corroborijilng 
his murder alibi said under oath he 
had Invented a "completely false" 
story and . fooled Ray's attorney 
"hook, line and sinker." ■

Dean Cowden of Port 
Ncche.s, Texas, retracted lil.s support, 
Uut they were on hand for, and battled 
back furiously agulnsii the ditmnging 
written statement submitted by re- 
tired British police officer Alexander.

Eist' said Ray confided his only 
mistake was to leave behind the 
murder weapon bearing his -fingerp- 
rints, but expressed confidence this 
would not be ,enough to sustain u 
murder conviction. 

"The only thing the .slate ... would 
be able to pin on him was a coniipirncy 
because they couldn't actually prove 



that tie fired the gun bccau-so. 
according to him, nobody saw him," 
Eist said, "He w.i's quite open-about 
this situation, a conspiracy." 

After bitter exchanges concerning 
Elst's credibility, the panel excused 
Ray from further testimony until 
Novcml>cr, when It will pick up this 
thread o( Its assassination Inquli'y. 

After Ray and Lane had departed, 
the committee called Cowden to the 
witness stand. 

In attempting to buttress his cUciil's 
claim that he did not kill King and was 
not present at the murder scene. Lane 
had told the ^ancl Cowden and 



another man, now dead, had told him 
they saw Ray at a Memphis service 
station about the time of the April 4, 
19C8, murder. 

""This story Is completely false," 
Cowden testified Friday. 

He said he actually was home In 
Port Neches the day King was klilcd 
and had merely ' agreed to tell the 
concocted alibi-corroborotlon story as / 
a favor lb a friend who had done 
Investigative work for one of Ray's 
earlier defense attorni^s. 

The ol)Jective, Cowden said, was to 
use the story to/'aoll movie rights, a 
book ... several things he was trying to 
market." '

'Wrongful life' denied

The child, In a suit brought by her father, Thcrmon 
Elliott, sought $500,000 in damages from Brown on a 
claim that the physician's alleged negligence c'auscd ^ 
her birth, 

"A legal right not to be bom Is alien to the public 
policy of this state to protect and preserve human 
life." Justice Rcneau Almon said. "The right of 
women in certain cases to hove abortions docs not 
alter the policy." „ , 

Almon said the child is not entitled to collect 
damages from the doctor because "wc hold that there 

■ Is no legal right not to be bom." Other courts, he said, 
have dismissed such cases "on the theory that It is 
Impossible to calculate damages." 

"Many mysteries of the how and why of human 
development have succumbed to medical 
knowledge," Almon said. "However, we do not 
understand that the state of the art In the medical 
profession Is such that It can be said that no child need 
botiomdclormcd.

Mrs. Brown was taken to Alexlan Brothers Hospital 
where she was 'listed in stable condition, undergoing 
treatment for flrst-and second-degree burns on her 
arms and hands. 

The dead were identified as Floyd Brown Jr., 25. his 
daughter Neslia, 5, nnd two sons. 0-month-old Aylndn 
and Floyd III. '!'. Also killed was Kowana Aycrs, said 
by neightwrs to be a younger .sister of Mrs". Brown, 
and Charles Edwards. 26, 

All were believed to have died from smoke 
Inhalation before the fire reached them. 

A neighbor sounded the alarm at 4:36 a.m. and 
firemen brought the blaze under control about halt an 
hour later. FIrcmcn-sald cause of the blaze was under 
investigation. 



Jet sets speed record Alaskan earthquake 



WASHINGTON (UPI) — An Air France supcreonlc 
Concorde set a speed record for commercial airliners 
Friday by .traveling from Paris to Washington In 
three' hours and 35 minutes, n National Aeronautics 
Association spokesman announced. ' 

Air France spokesman James Collins said there 
was no existing speed record between the two capitals 
and tho French Concorde was . "establishing one for 
the books." 

An official .timer, Everett Langworthy of the- 
aeronautics Association, certified the arivnl of the 
SST at Dulles Intemotlonnl Airport in suburban 
Washington at 5:39 p.m. EDT. 

The Concorde took off from Paris at 8:04 p.m.. 
Paris time, Collins said. ' 

One passenger told the NAA official the flight was 
jnarkcd by the unique sight of the sun rising In the 
west. 



PALMER, Alaska (UPI) - A strong earthquake 
shook southern Alaska Friday, but there were no 
reports of Injuries or damage. 

The Tsunami Warning Center In Palmer said the 
temblor occurred at 1 1 :53 a.m. PDT and measured 5.9 
on the Richlcr scale. 

The University of California sclsmogmphic station 
at Berkeley recorded the shaker at 5.7 on the Rlcbtcr 
'scale. A spokesman said the epicenter was well over 
100 kiiometcni deep in the earth and this was the 
reason there was noserlous damagc.- 

Thc epicenter was 50 miles southwest of Homer, 
■ Alaska, on the Kenai Pcnln-sula. The area Is sparsely 
populated. 

The quake was felt from Kodlak to Fairbanks, but 
state officials, said its strength was not enough to 
cause a tsunami, a big wa ve.

Computer proves costly 



BOiSB (UPI) — The state of 
Idaho — for the. first time since 
1970 — will hove to pay Interest on 
delinquent state tax refunds.

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Local option tax a good idea 



..The eyes of s.tate legislators and tax officials 
are on the resort' communities of Sun Valley 
andKetchum. 

Residents of the two towns will vote Oct. 3 on . 
whether to adopt a local liquor-by-the-drink 
and hotel-motel occupancy tax. If acccpted'by 
60 percent of the towns' citizens, Ketchum and 
Sun Valley will become the first Idaho 
communities to adopt such a tax.. .. .. 

Public hearings are currently taking place in 
both towns to determine the specifics 'of the 
ballot proposal, but it has been suggested by a 
steering committee that a 5 percent liquor-by- 
the-drini( and hotel-motel occupancy tax,be ■ 
adopted for a period of five years beginning 
this December. 

Such a local option tax has ■ several 
advantages for Ketchum and Sun Valley. 

Beleaguerecl with tourists most of the year, a 
tax on these services would be a way to put 
some of the burden for city services on tourists 
who spend up to a month in those towns. 

It is estirhated that additional revenue of as 
much as S325,000 might be generated with such 
alocaltax. 

This would be a tremendous relief to the 
area's 2,500 permanent residents. As it is now, 
they are the sole provider of services for a 
winter season population that sometimes 
approaches 12,000. 

It seems only fair to shift some of this burden 
from those permanent residents to the tourists 
by adopting the liquor-by-the-drink and 
motel -hotej, occupancy tax. 

Ketchum residents wlio attended a public 
hearing this week seemed to support the idea. 
They argued, too, that any money raised ^m 
such a tax plan be funneled into pro.iccts which 



would irriprove Ketchum and Sun Valley, not 
raising salaries of city officials or building new 
city government offices. 

Some suggested uses included initiation of a 
btis transportation system, open space acquisi- 
tion, public relations marketing, property tax 
relief, city bcautification, and road improve- 
ments. 

Reservations about -the .idea. come from- 
motel owners and tavern operators who fear 
that the tax might hurl business and drive 
people out gftovm. 

But those fears seem unjustified. 

For the most part, those people coming to the 
two communities can afford to pay the extra 
tax. 

Such a tax won't scare them..:ia>vjay- because 
many of them have, come into Sun Valley from 
long distance); and an extra tax won't affect 
their budget to any great degree. 

It also is obvious that in other states where a 
local option tax is allowed, resort communities 
have enacted such a tax, and business hasn't 
been affected. A good e.xumple is Colorado; 
where Vail and Aspen have taxes with no 
detrimental effect. 

More public hearings are planned to 
determine what projects residents would like 
the additional revenue spent on, Ketchum will 
hold another hearing next Tuesday, and Sun 
Valley plans a hearing next Thursday. 

It's clear that with the input ttie city is 
getting that careful planning is going into this 
local tax idea. 

The reason for voting for the local option tax 
also is clear : putting some of the tax burden on 
.tourists who take advantage of city services 
during thc'year.'

Junk food ban delayed 




To be paroled 



WASHINGTON (UPI) - A pro- 
posed ban of "Junk food" sales in 
school cafctcHas until after lunch 
generated such a massive response' 
that regulations were delayed to 
consider public suggcttlons. Assistant 
Secretary Carol Foreman said Fri- 
day'. 

A delay in Implcmentatlng the 
proposed ban on sales of candy, sodas, 
frozen desserts and chewing gum 
beyond the coming school term was 
announced late Thursday. 

"It is Important that we take the 
time necessary to consider thoroughly 
all the points raised." Mrs. Foreman 
said. 

She satd Thursday that the delay In 
regulations might extend until the 
-sprlni; .semester or even until the fall 



of 1979. Once rules arc fliutliy drawn 
up, they could' face legal challenges 
and delays, she said. 
. .1^ the meantime, schools will be 
allowed to continue existing school 
lunch policies. 

The Agriculture Department's re- 
quest for public comments generated 
more than. 2,100 responses from 
students, parents! teachers, school 
administrators, nutritionists, doctors, 
dentists, the food industry and the 
public. 

Mrs. Foreman said supporters of 
the proposed ban outnumbered 
opponents. 

She said some letters urged that the 
ban be extended throughout' the day 
rather than bo restricted only to the 



morning and through lunchtlme. 

"Some of those who oppose the rule 
believe It Infringes on individual 
choice, or that the distinctions it 
makes regarding food categories are 
unfair and arbitrary." she said. 

Other respondents "would like to 
restrict the ban to the school 
cafeteria, mthcr than apply It 
throughout the school building," she 
added.

ST. PAUL, Minn. (UPI) - A tearful 
young mother suddenly pleaded guilty 
Friday to first-degree manslaugliter 
in the battering of her -l-year-old 
daughter in Minnesota's first "brain- 
death" trial. 

Denise IVlercedes Kllison, 2'!, 
charged with third-degree murder In 
the beating of her daugliter Stacey on 
June 3, went on trial Monday. 

After conferences Friday morning 
with attorneys and her lather, Jessie 
Ellison of Chicago, she chonged her 
plea to the lesser charge, which 
carries a maximum sentence of 15 
years.

The wild Sawtooths

STANLEY — The National Oco- 
grophlc Society Is going to feature the 
Sawtooth Mountains as one of sbc 
wilderness areas In a special book on 
America's backcourilry. 

For llio past month, National Geo- 
graphic writer Constance Brown and 
photographer Paul Cheslcy have been 
staying In Stanley and venturing out 
on back country trips into the 
Sawtooth wilderness. 

Brown's and Chcslcy's Journeys 
throughout the Sawtooths will com- 
prise one of six chnptcrs In a Ijoak 
tlUcd "Exploring America's Backco- 
unlry" lo be published by the National 
Geographic Society In November, 
1979. 

Nallonnl Googrophlc Editor Ron 
Fisher said thcioQ-pagc book, which 
Is one of four Ixioks published every 
yearby the society. Is aimed at taking 
"armchair travelers" on a pictorial 
and narrative trip through six di- 
stinctive backeountry areas in the 
United States. 

• Fisher said about 30 pages of the 
book will be devoted to a first person 
account of Brown's travels 
accompanying .photographs by 
.Cheslcy In the Sawtooths. 

The writer and pholographer have 
spent. time. Journeying to the old , 
mining town of AtlanU, rock climb- 



ing, horscpocking Into the wlldenics.s, 
kayaking, exploring some of the 
mountain ronches, fishing and plcnic- 
Ing, Fisher noted. 

The National 'Geographic editor 
said 11 was "primarily the natural 
bcaiity ond interesting natural hi- 
story" of the Sawtooths that won them 
a place In the backeountry book,

Five other areas featured in 
"Exploring America's Backcotintry" 
win be the Atchoflaya Swamp in 
Louisiana, the Adirondack Moun- 
tains, the Northwoods of the mldw<st, 
Deoth Valley in California and 
Nevada and the Lake Clark area in 
Alaska. 

Although the book is aimed at 
"armchair travelers^" those people 
whom Fisher says "hope they can go 
to these 'places but for most they arc 
never able to get there/* the thought 
of.national publicity for the Sawtooths 
makes some people queasy. 



As Sandra Brown, public affairs 
officer for the Sawtooth National 
Recreation Area, put it: "It is really a 
dilemma. We are a national recrea- 
tion area for the public but we become 
concerned with the Impact of large 
national publlcnllons like, Jhis. We 
don't really want to ndverllse ns a 
travel guide, although we do wont 
people to know atmut the nren." 

The SNftA official noted that 
several yeats ago a "Sunset" 
magazino article about backpacking 
in the Wiltc Cloud Mountains caused 
a severe Impact In thai area. 

"We don't want 11 so "everyone 
comes lust to put a Sawtooth sticker 
on Ihelr car," the public affairs 
official said. 

Fisher acknowledged areas that 
once welcomed National Geographic 
writers and photographers now are 
often aloof fearing the Impact of 
national publicity. 

Moreover, although Brown and 
Chesley will chronicle a beautiful spot 
In Idaho, both arc from Aspen; Col. 

However, the SNRA offlclol said 
Brown and -Chesley seemed lo be 
sensitive to this desire to preserve the 
area. 

Fisher noted that 500,000 copies of

TWIN FALLS — Not all cbUd doy caH homcoperotors in 
Magic Valley support the mandatory licensing promoted 
bytho Idaho Department of Health and Welfare. , 

Thursday's Times-News story quoted the president of . 
the Southern Idaho Day Care Association, Gall Green of 
Buhl, who said she personally favors state licensing and 
"doubts It anyone in our association will support anyone 
who Is against licensing. 

But Wayne Lovdcss, PocateDo altonwy-and American 
.Party gubernatorial candidate, told iho Tlmcs-Ncws he 
had support from 45 persons throughout Idaho, including 
Magic Valley, who want the health and welfare agency 
_ stopped from .requiring licensing for anyone who Itccpa 
even one non-related child regularly for pay. 

Loveless, actlllg as legid counsel for the Day Care 
Association of kbitio, o private group originating in 
Pocatelio, Monday filed a writ of prohibition with the Idaho 
Supreme Court to stop the agency from requiring 
babysitting licenses. 

Among the local backers of the Pocotello-boscd legal 



protest arc Gail Pulahl and Delphta Dolsoii^both of Twin 
Falls. Both women say they have been hassled I>y Emia 
Shropshire, In chorgc of day core licensing in Ms^c 

Valley. 

Mrs. Pulahl, whose license to care for 10 children was 
taken away after she asked for slate permission to 
increase the number of children, heads a newly, formed 
' area chapter of the Day Care Association of Idaho. 

She said atiout 25 persona, throughout Magic Valley, ' 
some of whom ore licensed, belong .to the antl-llceiislng 
organization. Some of the persons operate day care 
centers and some keep only a few children. 

While' persons involved 'in the licensing Issue offer 
various deflnltion&of the difference between a center and a- 
day .core home., tl^e Child Care Licensing Act defines a 
center as a "home or place providing care to a group of 
flvo or more children for all or part of the 24-hDur day." 

Mrs. Pufahl also took issue wltli the statement by Mrs.. . 
Green that "Pocatdlo really has a crummy situation over 
there." 

Mrs. Pufahl said -Delia JoUcy . of Pocaiciio, state , 
president of the Day Care Association of Idaho, told her

Mrs, Pufahl said the fact that persons keeping children 
are licensed docs not neccss^f^ljly mean they are clean. She

"But we arc not fighting over whether centers are clean 
or dlrty,"she sald,"what we feel Is at stake Is Ihcjiarcnls' 
right to decide where to take their children, rather than for 
thlsdeclslon tobc madeby a state agency." - 

She said members of ttie anti-state licensing group are 
not lighting against city health Inspection, but against 
mandatory stale licensing "enforced by Just one woman. " 

The Magic Valley chapter's members have bccn.'gfitUl>8 
signatures of child care home or center operators the past 
few months lo assist the Pocatelio attorney's legal action. 

She said she understood there were "about 70, or 80

Loveless says the health and welfare's contention that 
the" current Child Care Licensing Act stipulates Umt 
anyone caring for a non-relative child for pay must be 
state licensed is false. . 

The law is "very specific," he said, "In that it defines 
foster homes, children's agency or chQdren's institutions 
(meaning places caring for children placed there In Ic^ 
custody) as the only ones which should be licensed." 

The fact the law omits mentioning day care homes and 
centers where children arc kept part-time under ttie 
direction of the parents proves, Loveless claims, tto 
legislature specifically dcs not feel such places should be 
under state control.' 

The penalties In the law refer only to foster homes i>r 
agencies where children have been placed there under 
control of the state, the attorney t>clleves. 

Loveless said the health and wetare officials have tried 
el^t times to obtain this authority from the legislators and 
"each time have lOcen turned down." 

They haven't been able to get It (authority) from the 
legislature so now they arc trying to supercede the 
legislature by claiming the law gives thcrn mandatory 
licensing authority, Loveless said.

"We're aware of the problem and 
trying to solve It," said Larry Cope, 
manager of the Clear Springs Trout 
Co., of which the Box Canyon hat- 
chery Is apart. 

The excessive heat of the post few 
weeks has caused the growth of 
anaerobic bacteria, organisms which 
do not require oxygen, within the 
sctUbig ponds.
